While a new provincial 
budget was released last week 
detailing further spending re¬ 
ductions for local authorities, 
no one is exactly sure what the 
impacts will be 

Details about how the overall 
picture will impact on the mu¬ 
nicipality, the regional health 
authority and the school board 
have not yet been released and 
until then, each group is plan¬ 
ning to continue as before 
Wayne Poncia, spokesperson 
for the Chinook s Edge Regional 
Division school board, said they 
are unsure about how much of 
the 1 7 percent decrease in edu¬ 
cation funding outlined for this 
year will fall their way 

“We are waiting for clarifi¬ 
cation from Alberta Education 
on how it wi 11 affect us, ” he said 
“We arc anticipating a 7 percent 
increase because of the equity 
funding program, but we aren’t 
sure how the two will fit to¬ 
gether ” 

The school board is continu¬ 
ing to work on amalgamating 
the two former school jurisdic¬ 
tions from the counties of Red 
Deer and Mountain View 

In Didsbury, town council is 
also planning to stick to their 


budget plan from last year until 
they hear differently from Mu¬ 
nicipal Affairs 

‘ 'We have not got any indica¬ 
tion that anything has changed 
from last year,” said town ad¬ 
ministrator Mike Storey 

Storey did say the town was 
attempting to find out if they 
qualified for a portion of $20 
million allocated to assist small 
municipalities with a weak as¬ 
sessment base 

“We don't know if we qualify. 
We hope w e do because we have 
a high residential and low com¬ 
mercial ratio (as a tax base),” 
Storey said “It’s about 73 per¬ 
cent to 27 percent and the prov¬ 
ince has talked about a 60 per¬ 
cent/40 percent split 

As for the Regional Health 
Authority, members of the board 
and administrative staff have 
been involved in meetings all 
week and could not be reached 
to comment on the impact of the 
budget Details released from 
the province indicate the region 
will receive $318,178 to assist 
with regionalization costs and 
$924,240 over the next two years 
to assist with community based 
services It is unclear at this time 
how that fits into the three year 
business plan drafted by the 
health authority late last year

A plan for helping to keep Dids- 
bury green has been accepted in 
principle by Didsbury’s town coun¬ 
cil 

Council agreed to the plan's ba¬ 
sics but could not fully accept the 
plan until concrete numbers about 
setting up the plan could be given 
The plan, created by the Dids- 
bury Environmental Advisory 


Board, outlines a structural plan for 
managing the municipal tree popu¬ 
lation. Work to create the tree plan 
came after Didsbury’s Business 
Revitalization Zone expressed in¬ 
terest in applying to the Canada 
Green Streets funding program to 
purchase trees for the revitalization 
plan for main street 

There is no way we could have 
been accepted without a tree plan in 


place, ’ ’ said DE AB member Brenda 
Turner 

The plan outlines a three year 
program for tree management in 
Didsbury, including species selec¬ 
tion and maintenance One of the 
recommendations suggests respon¬ 
sibly for Didsbury trees be moved 
to a new department which com¬ 
bines parks and recreation Cur¬ 
rently trees are managed by the 


public works department 

The plan also calls for a tree 
inventory to be undertaken by a 
professional in the field before any 
other work can begin Council wants 
to find out how much the inventory 
will cost before implementing the 
plan. 


Safety code changes could cost town

Didsbury’s town council will 
have to consider whether to offer 
safety inspection services after 
changes to Alberta Labor take place 
this spnng. 

Rocky Contend of Alberta Labor 
told council his department will no 
longer offer subsidized licences and 
inspection services after the new 
Safety Codes Act is fully imple¬ 
mented 

“Municipalities will have until 


June 30 to decide how they want to 
fit in, especially in the area of build¬ 
ing and fire safety,” Contend said 
“For example they could provide 
their own, use the province’s serv¬ 
ice or contract out the service to a 
private agency ” 

The new Safety Codes Act fits 
seven pieces of previous legislation 
together dealing with areas includ¬ 
ing gas and pipeline, plumbing, elec¬ 
trical, fixed transveyance, building 
and fire safety Previously, devel¬ 
opers looking to undertake work in 
these areas had to go to the province 


for a licence and the province un¬ 
dertook responsibility for inspec¬ 
tions. The town has been providing 
its own building and fire safety 
inspections for a while. 

Under the new act, the town can 
opt to offer their own licences and 
provide their own safety inspec¬ 
tions Contcnti said the benefit was 
that the town could then set their 
own licencing fees and provide more 
regular inspections. 

But the downside is that towns 
will be in competition for develop¬ 
ment. Each town will could lower 


their fee rates in order to attract 
development, leaving other towns 
facing a huge bill to the taxpayers to 
compete 

“But 1 have talked with other 
towns in this area and they have 
expressed interest in joint accredi¬ 
tation (for providing the services),” 
Contenti said 

Town council will review the 
legislation before making a deci¬ 
sion

Over the considerable time I 
have spent working in the Al¬ 
berta Education system, I have 
never seen anything like the radi¬ 
cal changes that are now occur¬ 
ring The desire to cut back on 
education spending has been the 
rationale for introducing a major 
shift in who makes important 
decisions regarding the running 
of schools 

Up until recently, most pro¬ 
vincial school boards have had a 
powerful effect on the operation 
of schools in their jurisdiction 
They had much freedom in decid¬ 
ing how to spend the money they 
received from Edmonton and what 
they raised from local taxes (as 
long as provincial regulations 
were complied w ith) The amount 
of money that was passed on to 
individual schools was up to each 
board The type of spending con¬ 
trolled by a school was in the area 
of supplies such as books and 
paper, and some capital items 


While the response to our gun control survey was very small, it 
did manage to raise some legitimate questions in my own mind about 
whether gun registration was necessary 

Going into this survey, 1 had not made up my mind about whether 
registration was right or wrong, but some of the comments I have 
received have helped me clarify a position 

The results to the question "Do you support the federal govern¬ 
ment's proposal which will mandate the registration of firearms used 
in recreation and hunting" were 4 yes and 12 no That this is a very 
unscientific survey goes without saying but the comments which 
accompany the answers, I feel, arc representative of the sides of the 
debate: 

- police forces favor it and they need citizens' support 

- criminals will have guns regardless 

- agree for many of the same reasons we have to register motor 
vehicles 

- it is inconvenient, excessive, unfair to charge the responsible, 
general public. 

On the con side, many argued that the government was taking 
away freedom I personally do not believe that owning a gun is a 
right It is a responsibility just like owning a car A gun is a weapon 
used to kill - period It is not a responsibility to be taken lightly 

On the issue of whether or not gun registration will help police 
track down criminals who use a weapon in the commission of a crime 
-1 do not have enough know ledge about police work to say one way 
or another In that case, I usually turn to the experts to help form my 
opinion Police forces across the country have come out in favor of 
registration Unless you subscribe to big conspiracy theories, that 
alone is very telling 

The last issue in this debate is over cost Many argue the cost to 
set up a registry program is too excessive, yet we already have a 
nation-wide motor vehicle registration systenj in place Gun owners 
say they don't want to bear the cost, yet I think many would agree 
with other user pay systems My concern over cost is that it becomes 
prohibitive for those who hunt out of necessity They’ might as well 
buy off the store shelves after paying all the registration and 
licensing fees necessary 

But despite my yo-yo attitude, I have come to believe registration 
is a positive step towards curbing gun-related crime in Canada 
Statistics still say most shooting deaths are domestic either from 
children playing w ith improperly stored weapons or from household 
disputes If gun owners still cannot stomach the cost, then I would 
suggest, as one of our respondents suggested, that they submit their 
own realistic alternatives instead ofjust being naysayers Ifyou have 
an idea, write it down and we'll print it in our Letters section 
Quote of the week 

"Pretty soon we'll have an award for getting out of bed in the 
morning."

ALBERTANS HAVE SPOKEN 

Approximately 1500 Albertans attended a series of public 
meetings recently held on draft water management policy and 
legislation. You sent some powerful messages. Here are just a 
few: "No water tax now or in the future”; 'No export of water 
outside of Canada", and "Revisit the definition and quantity of 
water for ’household and related purposes’." 

As Minister of Environmental Protection I want to thank 
everyone who attended public meetings, sent written 
submissions to the Water Legislation Review Committee, or 
telephoned their MLA or myself. We asked to hear from you 
and you responded. We appreciate your comments. Your input 
will form the basis for recommendations which the review 
committee is expected to submit to me by May 31,1995. 

Revisions to the draft legislation will be made to reflect your 
input. Over the summer a new water management bill will be 
drafted, which I expect to introduce in the Legislature this fall. 
Your MLA will have the opportunity to vigorously debate the 
water bill in the Legislature before this government considers 
passing a new water management law - which would occur no 
sooner than the Spring of 1996. 

In the meantime, I want to assure you that: 

• No decisions will be made until this government is confident 
that the proposed law reflects your expectations and needs. 

• There will be no new taxes or fees on water. There never 
has been a tax on water, nor will there be in the future under 
this government. 

• This government will remain firm in its commitment to 
prohibit the export of water to the United States. 

• Your comments about the proper definition and quantity 
of water for 'household and related purposes’ will be 
fully discussed.

Curious about Karate? 


• Those just shopping ‘Tor kicks 


need not apply

You won’t find any bullies or 
braggarts in the Mountain View 
Tsuruoka Karate Club 

“The essence of karate is re- 
allyhumility,” instructor Jim Van 
Arnam explained as students 
warmed up for class behind him 

The class, held weekly in the 
gymnasium at Hugh Sutherland 
High in Carstairs. is conducted 
by three ‘Shodan - (first degree) 
black belt-ranked Sensei (instruc¬ 
tors): Jim Van Arnam who farms, 
Dennis Schmidt who operates the 
Carstairs Shell Bulk fuel plant, 
and Colin Olthof, a student at 
Mount Royal College majoring 
in Criminology . 

Amiable and approachable, a 
subtle but perceptible transfor¬ 
mation takes place in the three 
men after donning their gi (ka¬ 
rate garb) and entering the ‘dojo’ 
(training area). 

During the warm up period, 
the gymnasium echoed with 
shouts and cracks of fists meet¬ 
ing (non-human) targets but when 
the Sensei crisply snapped an 
order, the students briskly (and 
silently) broke into a configura¬ 
tion by rank 

' ‘ Proper etiquette is important 
in any dojo (training area) ’ ’, reads 
an excerpt from the introduction 
sheet “. Show respect for the 
others in the club and especially 
for the seniors 

This courtesy is scrupulously 
observed and reciprocated by 
each of the 29 members of the 
club, quietly aw aiting the instruc¬ 
tors' commands 

First time visitors reared on a 
string of Bruce Lee and Chuck 
Norris films might be confused 
by the dignified atmosphere 
Where are all the sneering bruis¬ 
ers with bulging muscles and bad 
attitudes 7 

“There arc lots and lots and 
lots of misconceptions | about ka- 
rate|,’’ Van Arnam said. “Wccall 
it ‘Hollywood' The Karate Kid 
became something of an expert 
in a few weeks The individual 
[playing the character in the 
movie| trained for many many 
years ” 

But Van Arnam said it docs 
not mean students cannot attain 
such levels of expertise, it just 
takes time and a lot of sweat The 


outline issued to new students 
describes many of the 
“devastatingly effective” defense 
techniques they will work on, but 
more importantly, students can 
expect to gam new strengths in 
poise and confidence 

Van Arnam said those look¬ 
ing for them can find a competi¬ 
tive karate tournament “pretty 
well every weekend”, but com¬ 
petition is not the focus of the 
Tsuruoka discipline 

“My personal philosophy is- 
karate is not a sport, ’ ’ Van Amam 
said “The techniques that I’ve 
spent ten years learning arc pretty 
dev astating and | using those tech¬ 
niques on an opponent! is not a 
sport " 

The upcoming Tsuruoka Cup 
is, in fact, the only tournament 
club members participate in all 
year long It will be held in the 
large gym at Hugh Sutherland on 
April 8, offering an excellent op¬ 
portunity for ‘civilians’ to ob¬ 
serve the craft in a controlled 
setting Six clubs, and approxi¬ 
mately 100 students arc antici¬ 
pated Spectators arc welcome 

Sensei Tsuruoka, the Japa- 
ncsc-Canadian karate master who 
heads the Mountain View Club's 
style, has the distinction of hav¬ 
ing the longest active dojo (37 
years) in Canada 

“Hc'san awesome man,” Van 
Amam said. “Five foot nothing, 
about 70-vcars-old and it’s just 
unbelievable what he can do He’s 
the one who graded me ' ’ 

The three black belts consti¬ 
tute the only remaining charter 
members of the 12-ycar-old club 
They all started off at the bottom 
with white belts which Van 
Amam found ironic in retrospect 
The theory that progression is 
circular was reflected, he said, 
by the black belt wound around 
his waist 

“Look,” he said, fingering the 
worn and somewhat fray ed black 
fabric used to make his karate 
belt “1 started off with a white 
belt and gradually worked up to 
this black belt And now it’s turn¬ 
ing white again ”

2243 A beginners class is of¬ 
fered every October, but “with 
discretion” new students will be 
accepted at any time during the 
year

Partners create reduced tillage initiative

A public-private sector partner¬ 
ship, comprised of government, in¬ 
dustry, conservation and academic 
organizations, has announced the 
creation of the Alberta Reduced 
Tillage Initiative, a $1.5 million, 
three-year program to provide farm¬ 
ers with up-to-date information on 
reduced tillage techniques and the 
resulting economic and environmen¬ 
tal benefits. 

The partnership of Alberta Agri¬ 
culture Food and Rural Develop¬ 
ment, Alberta Conservation Soci¬ 
ety, Monsanto Canada Inc., Shemtt 
Fertilizers, Ducks Unlimited/Al- 
berta Prairie Care, Alberta Pool's 
Conservation 2000 and Olds Col¬ 
lege will contribute binding and in- 
kind support services and expertise 
to the program 

The initiative evolved from a 
1993-94 joint pilot program by the 
Alberta Conservation Tillage Soci¬ 
ety and Alberta Pool's Conserva¬ 
tion 7000 Foundation, which held 
17 direct-seeding courses that at¬ 
tracted 700 producers and four di- 
rect-seedingdemonstration days that 
attracted 2,500 producers. Strong 
initial interest led organizers to ex¬ 
pand the program and broaden the 
partnership The Alberta Reduced 
Tillage Initiative resulted 

"The Alberta Reduced Tillage 
Initiative will become the partner¬ 
ship's arms and legs necessary to 
deliver vital information to Alberta 
agricultural producers wiio have 
expressed considerable support for 


such a program," said Murray 
Sankcy, president of the Alberta 
Conservation Tillage Society. "With 
ARTI, we have staff and resources 
specifically dedicated to this pro¬ 
gram, that will allow us to jointly 
target our efforts for a more efficient 
and effective program 

"Our goals are to bring together 
all those who see reduced tillage as 
a means of achieving better farm 
economic viability and industry 
sustainability to work together to 
accelerate adoption of reduced-till¬ 
age practices among Alberta pro¬ 
ducers. " 

This March and April, Olds Col¬ 
lege will undertake a needs assess¬ 
ment for the Alberta Reduced Till¬ 
age Initiative to identify barriers to 
adopting reduced-tillage practices 
and ways to overcome these barri¬ 
ers. The assessment will rely on 
information from several hundred 
reduced-tillage farmers and poten¬ 
tial users from across the province 

In 1995, the program will oper¬ 
ate about 50 winter and spring edu¬ 
cation events, three major summer 
demonstration days and summer 
tours across the province 

The Alberta Reduced Tillage 
Initiative will measure its success 
by the increase in reduced tillage 
practices. It has set three objectives 
for the three-year program: increase 
direct seeding of annual crops by 
1.5 million acres per year, acceler¬ 
ate the reduction in traditional sum¬ 
mer fallow techniques by 300,000 
acres peryear, and increase the adop¬ 
tion of reduced-tillage summer fal¬ 


low practices by 200,000 acres per 
year. 

A 1994 survey of Alberta crop¬ 
ping practices indicates, of the 17 4 
million acres under crops, 37 per¬ 
cent, or 6.4 million acres, involved 
some form of direct seeding prac¬ 
tice. This compares to 42 percent of 
western Canadian cropped acreage 
under some form of direct seeding 
practice 

Other partners in the initiative 
also see considerable benefits to 
such a program 

"This program is consistent with 
the current direction of the Govern¬ 
ment of Alberta," said Minister of 
Agriculture, Food and Rural De¬ 
velopment, Walter Paszkowski 
"This type of initiative demonstrates 
the government's new focus on part¬ 
nerships with industry and our role 
of facilitation rather than direction 
With this project, as in others, we 
will be participating as one of many 
stakeholders who contribute exper¬ 
tise and resources towards making 
the program a success "

ALBERTA AGRICULTURE, FOOD AND RURAL DEVELOPMENT

Planning for '95 

Analyzing the results achieved 
in 1994 and putting together a plan 
for 1995 is a focal point for most 
farm managers and owners at the 
present time With tins in mind it 
would be useful to reflect on how to 
plan As in all business planning the 
fundamental issue is to be able to 
"crunch” some meaningful numbers 
The only way to do this is to look at 
the actual financial statements of 
the operation itself and somehow 
link the results to physical perform¬ 
ance (bushels, tonnes, calves, etc ). 
The picture reflects a unique story 
of actual performance of the suc¬ 
cess as a uniquely different entity 
unto itself 

It is essential to see the historical 
results in order to make intelligent 
decisions on what to do in the fu¬ 


ture It also helps to know what to 
look fdr and how to put it down on 
paper in such a way that the issues 
and the trends are visible. 

To many people the task seems 
mind boggling' and in many ways it 
is but don't despair 1 We suggest you 
tackle the problem in small chunks 
along the following lines 

1. Extract all the records of in¬ 
comes and expenses for the past few 
years (up to five years) Put these 
onto a spreadsheet so that numbers 
coincide (are side by side) with the 
headings for each year This will 
provide an invaluable picture in it¬ 
self and will show up some immedi¬ 
ate trends that have occurred over 
the years. 

The process will be more accu¬ 
rate if the figures arc taken from a 
double entry accounting program 
(or if not, from the tax statement of 
income and expenses). The results 
can also be enhanced by making 


accrual adjustments for each year to 
arrive at the actual net farm income 

If year-end inventory figures and 
figures for payables and receiva¬ 
bles are not available the accrual 
adjustment will not be possible but 
the first part of the exercise should 
be conducted anyway. It should then 
become standard practice to record 
year-end inventories, payables and 
receivables for future analysis. 

2 Repeat the same exercise us¬ 
ing balance sheets or net worth num¬ 
bers also over the past five years if 
possible This will provide another 
insight into where your operation is 
"headed". 

T he expectation should be to see 
a general trend towards increasing 
net worth (or equity). If not, this will 
trigger the need to find out why and 
the magnitude of the erosion and of 
course to find out what immediate 
steps are needed to reverse the trend 

Trends in the total debt picture 


over the years can often tell the 
story A steady increase in debt can 
be attributed to annual losses which 
are not evident unless accrual ad¬ 
justments are made. As the tax sys¬ 
tem in agriculture has called for 
filing tax on a "cash" basis many 
farm financial statements do not 
provide a meaningful balance sheet 
and losses are not always visible 

Another useful guide is to look at 
the level of "working capital" avail¬ 
able. This refers to the amount of 
operating loan reflected on the bal¬ 
ance sheet compared to marketable 
inventory The difference between 
saleable inventory and the magni¬ 
tude of short term debt reflects the 
amount of working capital avail¬ 
able 

All of the above indicators will 
provide a basis for planning the 
following year The process can 
begin by setting one or two basic 
goals for 1995 in the areas that need 


the most attention and then making 
certain that they are achieved. 

Once the "big picture" issues are 
known, preparation of plans tor 1995 
can follow along basic procedures 
such as - a) Preparing realistic en¬ 
terprise budgets using '94 figures as 
a guide, b) Preparing a cash flow 
using the enterprise figures plus 
overhead costs Overhead costs must 
include all cash out flows including 
family draws, new loans and paid 
down loans as well as debt service 
payments 

Various "what iff scenarios and 
other altemal i ves can then be viewed 
to determine the best courses of 
action to take Help on all these 
procedures is available from sev¬ 
eral sources in the private sector as 
well as at the district offices of 
Alberta Agriculture

The statistics contradict the im¬ 
age of farming as a healthy occupa¬ 
tion Noise, dust, large animals and, 
especially, farm machinery are eve¬ 
ryday hazards, not only to farm op¬ 
erators, but to their family mem¬ 


bers, too 

National Farm Safety Week, 
March 7 to 13, provides an opportu¬ 
nity for farm families to assess the 
risks around them and for others to 
appreciate the dangers of farming, 
as well. 

For the first time, the Canadian 
Federation of Agriculture, Agricul¬ 
ture and Agri-Food Canada, Al¬ 
berta Agriculture, John Deere Inc , 
Imperial Oil and New Holland have 
joined together with the Canada 
Safety Council to sponsor the week 
Although it's been held in July for 
the last 22 years, it's been moved 
ahead to March this year to catch 
farmers' attention before they start 


their spring preparations. 

A media campaign has been or¬ 
ganized around the theme Take the 
Challenge, an invitation to portray 
safe farming practices and to test 
people's knowledge of farm safety 
statistics. 

Did you know, for example, that 
farming has the highest incidence 
of disabling injuries, an estimated 
58 a year for every 1,000 workers? 

"Even farmers aren't aware of 
how high these rates are," said Pat 
Holas, of the Canada Safety Coun¬ 
cil "We want people to be aware 
that farming is one of Canada's most 
hazardous occupations."

dents are machinery-related, such 
as a child being run over by tractor, 
or a limb caught in an auger. Be¬ 
cause agriculture is the only major 
industry where the home and the 
worksite are one and the same, 23 
percent of fatal farm accidents in¬ 
volve people under the age of 19 or 
over the age of 65 

But machinery isn't the only farm 
hazard. Some statistics suggest farm¬ 
ers are also more likely to die of 
cancers such as leukemia, non- 
Hodgkins lymphoma and multiple 
myeloma than any other occupa¬ 


tional group And more than half of 
farmers over the age of 50 have a 
hearing loss of more than 50 per¬ 
cent 

Experts urge farm operators to 
use their equipment with care The 
rule for tractor rides should be: one 
seat, one person They also say the 
appropriate protective clothing 
should always be worn when carry¬ 
ing out farm duties 

"Illness and injuries are devas¬ 
tating to farm families," Holas said 
"The challenge is to keep the farm 
family safe and healthy."

Built to conquer 

The strongholds were built by the English monarch King Edward

It was completed in 1289. cap¬ 
tured by the Welsh hero Owain Glyndwr in 1404 and held for 
four years. It again saw action in the Wars of the Roses (1455- 
87) and the civil war (1642-48). 

Beaumaris, was the last and the largest of the strongholds built 
by Edward. Construction began in 1295 and over 2000 labourers 
and more than 400 skilled craftsmen worked on the site. It was J 
never totally completed to the original scheme because of costs, 
but it remains the most perfect example of a ‘concentric’ (walls 
within walls) castle in the British Isles.
